"In  a category  of  its  own  since 
1968  is  the  Clemy  Award.  The 
highest  honor  of  NLG  is 
bestowed  annually  during  the 
NLG  Bash  on  an  NLG  member  in 
recognition  of  writing  skill,  dedi- 
cation to  numismatics,  sense  of 
humor  and  dedication  to  the 
Numismatic  Literary  Guild. 
Nominations  are  submitted  by 
members  of  the  board  to  the  pre- 
vious year's  winner,  who  makes 
the  final  choice." 

It  gives  me  great  honor,  as  last 
year's  Clemy  Award  winner,  to 
bestow  this  year's  honor  on  a 
deserving  recipient. 

This  year's  recipient  has  been 
interested  in  numismatics  from 
early  childhood,  as  have  most  of 
us.  By  the  way,  when  I finally 
leave  early  childhood  one  of  these 
days,  I too  hope  to  maintain  my 
interest  in  this  great  hobby. 
Any  way...  after  successfully  com- 
pleting college,  this  year's  recipi- 
ent aggressively  pursued  a career 
in  numismatics,  advising  in  his 
Interview  Request  Letter  that  any 
job  which  offered  more  than  $875 
a month  would  be  seriously  con- 
sidered. I am  happy  to  say  that 
his  new  employer  was  able  to 


comply  with  at  least  THAT 
request,  even  though  the  original 
resume  had  two  misspelled 
words.  This  was  SOOO  long  ago 
that  spell  check  hadn't  been 
invented  yet. 

This  year's  recipient  has  had 
an  unending  string  of  increasing- 
ly responsible  positions  since 
1978,  including  editorial  staff 
assistant  (after  his  predecessor 
regrettably  taught  the  parrots  in  a 
Memphis  hotel  to  spout  off-color 
sayings  at  the  drop  of  a hat),  and 
several  editorships  on  various 
publications,  including  Numis- 
matic News,  Bank  Note  Reporter, 
and  World  Coin  News.

There  also  was  change  in  the 
makeup  of  the  NLG  Board  of 
Directors,  as  three  seats  got  new 
occupants  in  a breathtakingly 


close  election.  (See  story  else- 
where in  this  issue.)  Actually,  all 
three  — Bob  Julian,  Dave  Harper 
and  Dave  Alexander  — have 
served  on  the  Board  previously,  so 
their  return  ensures  a smooth 
transition.  They  join  holdover 
Board  members  Kari  Stone  and 
Wendell  Wolka. 

The  convention  was  doubly 
rewarding  for  Dave  Harper,  who 
not  only  won  election  to  the 
Board  but  also  received  our  high- 
est award,  the  Clemy.

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THE  OTHER 
INTERPRETER

In  the  late  spring  of  1998, 
Treasury  Secretary  Robert  Rubin 
picked  a panel  to  decide  upon  a 
design  for  the  new  dollar  coin 
mandated  by  Congress.  The 
Secretary,  using  the  panel's  sug- 
gestions, chose  Sacajawea  to  rep- 
resent Liberty.  Charges  were 
made  shortly  afterwards  that  the 
whole  affair  had  been  rigged  to 
produce  the  desired  result,  which 
may  well  be  true,  given  the  cur- 
rent political  realities  in 
Washington.  Defenders  of  the 
Sacajawea  decision  point  to  her  as 
a heroine  on  the  famed  Lewis  and 
Clark  expedition  (1804-1806)  to 
the  Pacific  coast  and  back. 

Unfortunately,  not  only  do  the 
facts  fail  to  bear  this  out,  but  there 
was  another  member  of  the 
group,  George  Drouillard,  whose 
extraordinary  skills  were  critical 
on  numerous  occasions.  Just  how 
valuable  was  the  contribution  by 
Sacajawea  to  the  expedition? 
Although  hardly  in  the  heroic 
mold,  she  was  of  great  value  in 
certain  situations  and  instrumen- 
tal in  smoothing  over  problems 
with  the  Shoshoni  (Snake)  Indians 
of  present-day  western  Montana 
and  Idaho.  This  particular  Indian 
nation  was  justly  feared  by  neigh- 
boring tribes  and  careful  diploma- 
cy was  required  in  passing 
through  their  territory. 

Sacajawea,  who  was  actually 
the  slave  wife  of  Toussaint 
Charbonneau,  a fact  carefully 
overlooked  by  many  writers,  did 
not  exactly  volunteer  for  the  jour- 
ney. In  fact  she  simply  accompa- 
nied her  husband,  who  had  reluc- 
tantly signed  on  as  an  interpreter. 
Meriwether  Lewis  wrote  in  early 


1807,  however,  that  Charbonneau 
was  "a  man  of  no  particular 
merit."  Oddly  enough,  in  this  key 
document  listing  expedition 
members,  Lewis  ignored 
Sacajawea,  an  inconvenient  fact 
for  her  defenders  to  explain  away. 

Sacajawea  did  not  become  well 
known  until  1902,  when  Eva  Dye 
published  a biography;  this  was 
followed  by  a highly  inaccurate 
work  by  Grace  Hebard  in  1933. 
The  latter  considered  Sacajawea 
virtually  the  sole  interpreter  and 
guide  as  well  as  savior  of  the 
expedition,  misinformation  which 
has  persisted  until  the  present 
day.  It  is  worth  noting  what 
famed  historian  Donald  Jackson 
(in  his  Letters  of  the  Lewis  and 
Clark  Expedition)  had  to  say 
about  Sacajawea: 

"Of  Sacajawea's  valor  and  stol- 
id determination  there  can  be  no 
doubt,  but  her  contribution  to  the 
expedition  is  often  magnified  by 
her  biographers."  It  would  appear 
that  Jackson  was  reading  the 
future  as  well  as  the  past.  The 
"other"  interpreter  was,  as  noted 
above,  George  Drouillard,  son  of  a 
French  fur  trapper  and  Shawnee 
mother.  Bom  in  Canada  and  the 
master  of  several  Indian  lan- 
guages, he  was  an  extraordinarily 
skilled  woodsman  and  hunter, 
often  taking  long  trips  into  the 
wilderness  to  search  for  the  best 
furs.  What  Lewis  had  to  say  about 
this  man  in  January  1807,  after  the 
end  of  the  expedition,  is  worth 
repeating: 

"A  man  of  much  merit;  he  has 
been  peculiarly  use  full  from  his 
knowledge  of  the  common  lan- 
guage of  gesticulation  [sign  lan- 
guage], and  his  uncommon  skill 
as  a hunter  and  woodsman;  those 
several  duties  he  performed  in 
good  faith,  and  with  an  ardor  that 


deserves  the  highest  commenda- 
tion. It  was  his  fate  also  to  have 
encountered,  with  either  Captain 
Clark  or  myself,  all  the  most  dan- 
gerous and  trying  scenes  of  the 
voyage,  in  which  he  acquitted 
himself  with  honors." 

In  a passage  (Jan.  12, 1806)  from 
the  Journals,  this  time  written  by 
William  Clark,  we  read  that  "This 
morning  Sent  out  Drewyer 
[Drouillard]  and  one  man  to  hunt, 
they  returned  in  the  evening 
Drewyer  having  killed  7 Elk;  I 
scercely  know  how  we  Should 
Subsist,  I believe  but  badly  if  it 
was  not  for  the  exertions  of  this 
excellent  hunter;  maney  others 
exert  themselves,  but  not  being 
acquainted  with  the  best  method 
of  finding  and  killing  the  elk  and 
no  other  wild  animals  is  to  be 
found  in  this  quarter,  they  are 
unsucksessfull  in  their  exertions." 
In  other  words,  had  it  not  been  for 
Drouillard's  superb  hunting  abili- 
ties, the  small  band  would  have 
been  in  serious  trouble.  In  addi- 
tion, his  skill  in  interpreting  was 
not  only  invaluable  but  proved 
crucial  on  numerous  occasions. 

In  another  passage  (Jan.  24, 
1806),  Lewis  noted  that 
Drouillard's  marksmanship  was 
so  good  that  it  sometimes  awed 
hostile  Indians  into  leaving  the 
expedition  alone.  The  tribesmen 
were  deliberately  given  the  wrong 
information  that  all  the  explorers 
had  the  same  ability  whereas,  in 
fact,  only  one  man  possessed  this 
superb  skill.  After  the  end  of  the 
expedition,  in  the  fall  of  1806, 
Drouillard  returned  to  the  West  in 
a quest  for  furs.  He  later  joined 
with  mountain  man  John  Colter 
but  was  killed  by  the  Blackfeet  in 
1810.  (Sacajawea  died  about  two 
years  later.) 
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Why  then  does  Drouillard  not 
receive  his  due  credit?  First  of  all, 
Sacajawea,  being  a woman  carry- 
ing a small  infant,  has  evoked 
sympathy  and  amazement  that 
she  could  travel  these  great  dis- 
tances and  also  serve  with  distinc- 
tion. It  was  but  a small  step  from 
there  to  making  her  a heroine  and 
two  important  people  were  not 
needed,  only  one. 

One  wonders  what  kind  of 
uproar  would  have  occurred  had 
Drouillard  been  picked  for  the 
dollar  coin.  Even  though  he  gave 
yeoman  service  and  was  clearly 
the  most  valuable  civilian  mem- 
ber of  the  group,  this  would  not 
have  set  well  with  the  powers- 
that-be  in  Washington.  Sacajawea 
certainly  provided  valuable  ser- 
vices to  the  expedition,  especially 
in  Shoshoni  country,  but 
Drouillard  was  the  classic  "man 
for  all  seasons"  on  the  entire  trip 
and  deserves  to  be  better  known, 
even  if  he  will  never  grace  the 
side  of  a coin. 


One  of  the  curious  omissions 
from  the  public  debate  is  a discus- 
sion of  the  payments  received  by 
expedition  members.  In  modern 
terms  Charbonneau  received 
about  $5,000  per  month  for  his 
services,  which  included  those  of 
his  wife.  Drouillard  received  the 
same  amount  and  both  were 
given  320-acre  farms  in  choice 
areas.  Ordinary  expedition  mem- 
bers received  about  $1,000  per 
month  as  well  as  the  same 
acreage.  It  is  worth  noting  that  the 
Charbonneaus,  husband  and  wife, 
were  paid  overall  far  less  than 
Drouillard  because  his  service 
was  considered  to  be  of  value  for 
the  entire  journey  (33  months) 
while  the  Charbonneaus  got  cred- 
it for  only  28  months. 

Does  any  of  the  above  mean 
that  Sacajawea  did  not  provide 
useful  service  to  the  expedition? 
No,  it  is  just  that  her  contributions 
must  be  kept  in  perspective, 
something  that  seems  to  be  miss- 
ing from  the  current  debate  about 


the  political  decision  to  put  her 
portrait  on  the  new  dollar.  The 
choice  of  Sacajawea  for  the  new 
dollar  coin  is  thus  an  interesting 
blend  of  fact,  fiction,  and  political 
correctness.

long-serving  Alexander,  who 
stepped  down  because  of  the 
press  of  other  commitments.  The 
remaining  two  Board  candidates, 
Don  Bailey  and  James  Barry, 
both  made  highly  respectable 
showings. 

The  new  Board  members  join 
two  holdovers  - Wendell  Wolka, 
longtime  emcee  of  the  NLG  Bash, 
and  Kari  Stone,  former  editor  of 
COINage.  Leaving  the  Board  were 
Paul  Gilkes  of  Coin  World ; Margo 
Russell,  former  editor  of  Coin 
World ; and  Robert  Van  Ryzin  of 
Krause  Publications,  all  of  whom 
had  served  two  consecutive  terms 
and  were  ineligible  for  reelection. 

Julian,  Harper  and  Alexander 
all  are  recipients  of  the  Clemy,  the 
Guild's  highest  award  - though 
Harper  hadn't  yet  received  his 
award  at  the  time  of  the  election. 
He  got  it  at  the  2001  Bash  (see 
article  elsewhere  in  this  issue).

Alexander  is  a prominent  coin 
writer,  editor  and  cataloger  who, 
in  addition  to  editing  the  NLG 
Newsletter,  also  served  as  execu- 
tive director  of  the  Guild  from 
1982  to  1990  and  wrote  the 
Guild's  25-Year  History  in  1993.

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ACHIEVING  PARODY:  SHUFFLING  OFF  TO  BUFFALOS

The  ANA's  August  2001  con- 
vention took  place  in  Atlanta,  but 
people  walking  the  bourse  floor 
heard  Buffalo  mentioned  just 
about  as  often.  Not  Buffalo  the 
city,  but  Buffalo  the  coin  - the 
new  "American  Buffalo"  silver 
dollar  commemorative  then 
newly  issued  by  Uncle  Sam. 

The  coin  sold  out  when  the  gov- 
ernment offered  it  back  in  June:  In 
just  17  days,  the  United  States 
Mint  received  orders  for  all 
500,000  authorized  examples  - 
either  individually  (in  proof  or 
uncirculated),  in  two-coin  sets 
(with  both  proof  and  uncirculat- 
ed) or  as  part  of  a special  "Coin 
and  Currency  Set"  containing  an 
uncirculated  example  of  the  coin 
plus  three  other  items  depicting 
Indians  - er.  Native  Americans:  a 
"replica"  note  based  on  the  U.S. 
Series  1899  $5  silver  certificate 
featuring  the  likeness  of  Chief 
Running  Antelope  of  the 
Hunkpapa  Sioux  tribe,  a 10-cent 
1987  postage  stamp  portraying 
Red  Cloud  of  the  Oglala  Sioux 
and  a 21-cent  stamp  issued  in 
March  2001  picturing  an 
American  bison  against  the  back- 
drop of  a colorful  sunset.  Plus,  oh 
yes,  a personal  message  from 
President  George  W.  Bush. 

Pre-issue  prices  - the  only 
ones  that  mattered  - were  $30  for 
the  uncirculated  single,  $33  for 
the  proof  single,  $59.95  for  the 
two-coin  set  and  $54.95  for  the 
Coin  and  Currency  Set.  Once  the 
sellout  was  declared,  prices 
jumped  to  several  times  those  lev- 
els in  the  secondary  market. 

Just  as  ANA  convention-goers 
were  arriving  in  Atlanta,  word

swept  the  bourse  floor  that  the 
Smithsonian  Institution,  beneficia- 
ry of  the  surcharges  on  the  Buffalo 
dollar,  was  asking  the  U.S. 
Treasury  to  authorize  production 
of  500,000  more  - which,  of 


course,  would  double  its  pleasure 
and  its  profit. 

By  Thursday  of  convention 
week,  a lot  of  unhappy  dealers 
and  collectors  were  denouncing 
this  money  grab  because,  for 
once,  the  Mint  had  produced  a 
commemorative  coin  that  was 
worth  a lot  more  than  its  issue 
price,  and  doubling  the  mintage 
would  halve,  or  even  wipe  out, 
this  profit.  Or,  as  the  Smithsonian 
might  argue,  this  money  grab  by 
dealers  and  collectors. 

As  it  happened,  Thursday  of 
convention  week  was  the  day  the 
NLG  was  putting  the  final  touch- 
es on  the  2001  Bash.  Given  the 
buzz  about  the  Buffalo  dollar,  I 
decided  to  devote  my  annual 
song  - a highlight  (or  some  would 
say  lowlight)  of  our  annual  get- 
together.  Tom  DeLorey  had 
already  provided  the  inspiration, 
and  the  opening  line,  and  I pro- 
vided the  perspiration  barely 
completing  the  lyrics  in  time  to 
deliver  them  that  night. 

This  latest  parody  is  sung  to 
the  tune  of  "Buffalo  Gal,"a  famil- 
iar song  that  dates  from  the  1840s 
-just  a few  years  before  Bob 
Hendershott  was  born.  In  case 
you  don't  recall  it,  get  out  your 
videotape  of  the  movie  "It's  a 
Wonderful  Life."  Jimmy  Stewart 
and  Donna  Reed  sing  it  there  in  a 
nice  duet,  just  after  the  famous 
dance  scene  in  the  school  gymna- 
sium. The  lyrics,  by  the  way,  are 
written  from  the  perspective  of 
our  friends  at  the  U.S.  Mint  - 
which  was  widely  perceived  at 
the  time  (rightly  or  wrongly)  as 
being  sympathetic  to  the 
Smithsonian. 
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
